She pointed out that she had 
co-operated fully with the peo¬ 
ple of the town. 

"1 fought the subdivision or¬ 
dinance that is so disliked by 
the people of the town, and I 
don't see why Mrs. Osgood and 
I were selected to be dismissed 
from the Commission," she de¬ 
clared after Steinberger read 
the rest of the Council's state¬ 
ment which said that the Com¬ 
mission should meet the needs 
of the city with "good grace" 
and on "attitude of helpful¬ 
ness." 

Earl Webber then joined in 
from the audience to declare 
that he “would like to know 
the charges of this outfit, and 
if it is a political charge, we 
want to know it.” 

"There are no charges, and 
we won't answer that," said 
Mayor Steinberger with a lit¬ 
tle prompting. 

Mrs. de Wright declared that 
she had been publicly disgrac¬ 
ed by the Council’s actions, but 
Mrs. Osgood stood up to say 
that she disagreed. 

“I don’t think my reputation 
has been damaged,” she de¬ 
clared. “I consider the source.” 

She continued: “You certain¬ 
ly haven’t answered me. It 
was the City Council that put 
me on again two years ago. 
And I gave you every chance 
to let me out when my term 
was up then.” 

“You haven’t been asked to 
quit—you’re stili on the com¬ 
mission,” Steinberger said. 

This statement drew fire 
from Mrs. Osgood. 

“Mr. Chairman,” she declar¬ 
ed, “you came to my house 
and asked that I resign. You 
must have had someone else 
behind you. 

“I’ve been on this Planning 
Commission for 23 years and 
no one has ever controlled my 
vote.” 

When the row between the 
Council and the Planning Com¬ 
mission was revealed by the 
NEWS, one of the charges al¬ 
luded to was that Mrs. de 
Wright controlled the vote of 
Mrs. Osgood, a charge vigor¬ 
ously denied by both of them. 

"I've often been very much 
in the minority," Mrs. Osgood 
continued. "I have voted for 
what I thought was good plom- 
ning." 

"I would like to .ask once 
more what disgrace we hove 
done," Mrs. de Wright said. 

“The people of Sierra Madre 
are entitled to know why two 
members of the Planning Com¬ 
mission have been put in this 
extremely embarrassing posi¬ 
tion.” 

“I have nothing further to 
say,” Steinberger said after a 
pause and couple of prompt¬ 
ings from his otherwise silent 
supporters at the Council table.

we do have to drive our cars 
in order to live on the hill or 
in the canyon. We’d like to try 
to settle the thing so that our 
cars would be no hazard to 
anyone, but also so that we 
would have someplace to park,” 
he said. 

Because of the great residen¬ 
tial crowding in the canyon 
and because of its natural to¬ 
pography, many homes do not 
have garages, suitable parking 
lots, or even a place to build 
a garage, it was pointed out. 

’The ordinance (City Ordin¬ 
ance Section 459-22b) now pro¬ 
hibits parking on the paved 
portions of almost every street 
in the canyon or the hill area. 
Clear streets are a necessity, 
police officers emphasized, to 
prevent accident and loss of 
life in both traffic and fire 
danger. 

“Almost all hilltop residents 
drive to their homes by going 
up Woodland drive and then 
turning off on Alta Vista drive,” 
Wells said. “And the only sign 
on Alta Vista calling for no 
parking at any time is at the 
bottom end of Alta Vista, just 
off of Woodland, at least 800 
feet from the top of the hill. 

“And to make matters worse, 
this sign is hidden in the bush¬ 
es.”

Rauscher pointed out that 
there were 11 "No Forking" 
signs throughout the can¬ 
yon, but admitted that the one 
on Vista Circle near Woodland 
was "certainly hard to see." 

Mitchell and Wells stated 
that parkers had never been 
warned that parking in the dis¬ 
trict was iliegal and that they 
had no knowledge that they 
were violating an ordinance. 
Judge Mead pointed out that 
ignorance of the law was not 
an excuse. Wells said that many 
residents and visitors in the 
canyon did not know that park¬ 
ing was illegal on many streets. 
He suggested sufficient mark¬ 
ers to let them know that it 
was prohibited. 

“We admit now to violation 
of an ordinance,” Wells said, 
“but we did it without know¬ 
ledge that we were doing so. 

"All of us in the canyon feel 
that much can be done to im- 
prove the whole oreo. The city 
should moke a definite study 
as to what the bad spots ore, 
what the needs of the people 
are and what can be done. Per¬ 
haps a study could determine 
whether certain streets and lots 
could be used with safety. 

Two violators were fined $5 
each for illegal parking on Si¬ 
erra Madre boulevard in front 
of Tiny’s Coffee Shop. One vio¬ 
lator suggested that a dose of 
red paint to renew the “no 
parking” warning on the curb 
would be most appreciated.

Court trial lor the presenta¬ 
tion of evidence and witnesses 
had been asked on the previous 
Saturday. Police officers Dan 
Rauscher and William Chunn 
appeared as witnesses. They 
emphasized the great fire haz¬ 
ard which exists in the canyon. 
’The narrow and winding streets 
coupled with the congested con¬ 
dition in the canyon would 
make any fire there a “disaster 
of the worst kind,” Rauscher 
said. 

He testified that it would 
be impossible for the fire 
truck to get by without ac¬ 
cident if cars were parked 
in the positions and manner 
of the cars of the violators 
appearing in court. 

“And we must remember that 
volunteer firemen have to reach 
the scene in their own cars, 
too,” he added. “If they come 
from all directions and can’t 
get through because of the cars 
parked on the streets—it would 
make a situation nasty for 
everyone, to say the least.” 

Wells pointed out that all 
residents of the canyon area 
are exeremely fire conscious 
and that the efforts of the po¬ 
lice and firemen in their behalf 
was fully appreciated.
